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ABST: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To automatically register a URL provided from a 
broadcasted program or the like and to easily access an internet by providing a 
character recognizing means for extracting network address information from an 
inputted image. 

SOLUTION: At a URL detection part 12, the keyword of character string 
•http;//' is extracted from an inputted video signal by character recognition. 

When the keyword is detected, the following address of 'www, .../* pr the 

like is stored in a URL storage part 13 and outputted to a WWW browser 14 . Based 
on the inputted address, the WWW browser 14 connects a network 16 and outputs 
data stored in the server of that address. The information outputted from the 
WWW browser 14 is connected to a display part 15 of television, etc. Even in the 
case of teletext broadcasting, the video signal of teletext broadcasting is sent 
through a display processing part 10 to a video signal generating part 11 so 
that it can be similarly processed. 
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
